Capital, allied to professional 
experience, can only secure patronage 
Without these the enterprise must linger 
out @ precarious existence, draining 
the pockets of its friends, doing'no damage 
to ite ememies, and ruining all concerned in 
it. If the projectors of the Louisville 
Commercial have money enough to par- 
chase the preas dispatches, without which 
it cannot exist as a living thing, and, in 
addition to this, if they have money enough 
to make even a respectable showing by the 


side of established newspapers, in which 


hundreds of thousands of dollars have begn 
expended, the opening is a fair one and 
they can finally make it pay. But they 
cannot hope te make even a favorable com- 
parison with rival presses short of a weekly 
expenditure of $2,000 at the very lowest; 
and, at the present state of the market they 
will have to sink from twelve to fifteen 
hundred dollars a week in order to make 
both ends meet. Any other calculation is 
to incur certain loss and absurd faflure. As 
we said, the matter is immaterial to us.

of the present building included two wings

One Way Out of It. 

In all that pertains to local self-govern- 
ment, in public spirit and capacity for 
managing our domestic politics, we are 
in advance of any other nation. But in 
political economy we are not only the 
veriest tyros, we are the most awkward 
blunderers. Witness our fantastic and 
contradictory legislation on the grave sub- 
jects of the currency, tariff, internal reve- 
nue, and public debt. We have fancied 
that because Europe was behind us in po 
litical progress, and the benefits of a wide- 
ly-diffused education, she is also behind us 
in everything else, and we have been too 
proud to go to school to her for any in- 
formation whatevér. But we are gradu- 
ally getting rid of this conceit, and there 
is but little doubt that a few more 
years’ experience with heavy taxes, an 
enormous debt, and an _ inconrertible 
currency will deeply convince us 
that in knowledge of these things, and ca- 
pacity for managing them, we are far be- 
hind old country governments, and that 

them their public men are far 
more enlightened than ours. 

We have too long imagined that civiliza- 
tion and human freedom had their birth 
with the Declaration of Independence, and 
thet all previous history is a howling wil- 
emg ie, ‘The war has demonstrated the 

ct we are a military people, and ef- 
fectually refuted the Wbel that we are 
nothing more than a nation of shopkeepers. 
We have now an opportunity of showing 
our capacity for dealing with thé very seri- 
ous and complicated situa ‘affairs into 
which the war has left us. The war showed 
we had no lack of the material ot which 
good soldiers and generals are made. It 
now remains to be seen whether we are 
equally rich in statesmen, political econo-

dier has been, we a TO completed forever, 

while that which now claims attention is 
far more difficult and calls fer an entirely 
different order of ability. True, our 
progress in the work of reconstruction 
is not very creditable to us, and 
at first sight rather favors the belief that 
the political problem 1s too much for us. But 
it should not be forgotten in passing judg- 
ment on this point, that, as is always the 
case in the first years following a civil war, 
the revolution, or war party, is still in the 
ascendant, and that our post-war legisla- 
tion reflects its ideas rather than the policy 
of peace. Accordingly we ought not to be 
surprised that this party has failed to solve 
the political problem. Wemay not expect 
any remarkable progress in this direction 
until our politics haye been purged of the 
spirit and principles that the war engen- 
dered, and wise and good men of-all par- 
ties and sections can be brought to work 
in harmony for the adjustment of our po- 
litical dissension’. This day will come 
before long. Indeed, it is our hope that 
the incoming administration of General 
Grant will initiate the new era—the era of 
peace. We are, moreover, strengthened in 
this hope by the fact that the financial 
question has at length become so trouble- 
some that we are compelled to give it the 
first place in our consideration. 

This matter must be managed with cau- 

, moderation, and good sense. Ex- 
treme and violent measures will not do 
here. So long as this question remains par- 
amount the occupation of Radicalism will 
be suspended, and men of-narrow minds 
and belligerent tendencies will have to give 
place to men of experience and philosophic 
breadth of view. 

We consider it a great blessing to the 
country that we are compelled to occupy 
ourselves with these great practical diffi- 
culties. They will teach us our ignorance, 
and furnish us with a valuable experience 
in political economy. They will crop our 
national vanity and render us mogre open 
to the reception of whatever is good and 
superior in European ideas and practices. 
Their consideration will discipline our 
minds in the habit of accurate thinking 
and exact expression, and we may yet see 
the day when Bombasies Furioso will cease 
to be the model of our public orators, 
when blatant spread-eagleism will no longer 
be tolerated, and the typical fourth of July 
orator will become an amusing relic of the 
past. 


The Tenure-of-Office Muddle.
